JUSTICE TO THE RANK AND FILE.—- 
Major-General If. W. Slocum had a flat- 
tering greeting from his fellow citizens 
of Syracuse on his arrival in that city on 
Thursday last. In reply to an address 
he made the following brief and pertinent 
remarks, In the honorable and thought- 
ful manner in which he refers to the pri- 
vate soldier, he not only shows his own 
fitness to command, but expresses the 
sentiments of every faithful officer fit to 
wear shoulder-straps. with bars, leaves, 
eagles or stars 

General Slocum replied that he was at 
home only on leave of absence, He re- 
ferred to an article in a Syracuse news- 
paper, which, he said, “had contrasted 
the reception given to an oflicer with that 
given to a private soldier. Both entered 
the service from this county—both had 
been wounded in the same battle and re- 
turned under similar circumstances—yet 
how different’ their receptions! The 
officer Was met at the depot by a large 
number of friends and most, cordially 
greeted. The soldier was met by an only 
sister, and by her alone accompanied to 
his home, 

I presume there are not ten men within 
reach of my voice who remember the 
article to which I refer, and I am _ yery 
confident no one was more impressed by 
it than myself. TI felt it, for I was the 
officer to whom allusion was made, and I 
could not but acknowledge the justice of 
the article. Our private soldiers, unlike 
those composing the armies of other 
countries, enter the service generally from 
purely patriotic motives. They make 
equal sacrifices, and endure even greater 
hardships than their officers, . In all those 
traits of character which you delight. to 
honor, the soldier has claims upon you 
equal at least to his officers. 

The field of battle is not the only test 
of courage and manliness in the life of a 
soldier. The long and fatiguing marches, 
the labor in trenches, the short allowance 
of food, are all tests as serve as any pre- 
sented by battle. I have seen the men of 
my command, after working waist deep 
in the water building, bridges over the 
rivers and roads through the swamps of 
the Carolinas, go quietly to their tent, and 
without a change of clothing, make an 
ear of corn supply the place of the usual 
ration. I have seen this frequently—and 
never yet heard of a word of complaint. 
Happily, all these things are now. over. 
The soldier’s work is done and well done. 
They return to you better men, physi- 
cally and mentally, than when they left 
you; and Iam ‘confident’ you will find 
the great mass of them uninjured in mor- 
als. Open your shops to them—give 
them good employment, and I am cey- 
tain you will find them as faithful as 
citizens as they have been as soldiers.”

The task thus devolving on the Ameri- 
can people will tax to the full the re- 
sources of the government, aided by the 
most united and energetic voluntary en- 
terprise. And in seeking to discharge 
their daty at such a crisis, the voluntary 
associations of the United States may 
legitimately appeal for help to the friends 
of treedom, not only in this country, but 
throughout the world. The claim, how- 
ever, in our own case, as a kindred peo- 
ple, inheriting the same traditions, glory- 
ing in the same principles of freedom, 
and bound together by so many ties, 
moral and material, is one of peculiar 
strength. It should be remembered, 
moreover, that the duties of mutual sym- 
pathy and help hence arising have in our 
own times of special national necessity 
been fully recognized and generously 
fulfilled by the American people. The 
voluntary contributions from America 
during the time of the Irish famine 
}reached the munificent sum of £200,000; 
and more recently, during the Lancashire 
distress, we received contributions of 
various kinds from the source 
amounting in value to more than £100,- 
000. ‘The presentis the moment in which 
we might with peculiar gracefulness and 
propriety support our expressions of 
sympathy towards America, by similar 
acts of national kindness and liberality. 
The cause is one which is not of local or 
national interest only, but identified with 
the highest interests of humanity and 
civilization, commands our fullest sym- 
pathy and cordial support. It is, in fact, 
peculiarly appropriate that we should 
take some part, however humble, in com- 
pleting the great Anglo-Saxon task of 
emancipation, which England originally 
began, and which in the main she has 
consistently carried on in theory and 
practice ever since, The cause and the 
occasion thus equally appeal to us, and 
we hope the appeal may be generously 
responded to in this country, even before 
itis formally urged upon us from the 
other side of the Atlantic.

ISLE OF SHOALS.

Mr. Editor :—As it may be interesting 
to some of the readers of your paper, to 
hear from your Winchester correspond- | 
ent from this place, you will permit him 
to date his weekly epistle from this isle 
of the sea, leaving his little town to be} 
cared for by another. 

Like numerous others of the denizens | 
of his and other towns and cities, he has 
sought to re-invigorate his health by a 
| brief absence from business and home. 
| We left the goodly city of Boston last 
Thursday morning, in the cars upon the 
| astern Railroad, and after a ride of an 
hour and three-quarters were landed in 
Portsmouth; thence we went on board 
the steamer Pioneer, and alter an hour 
and a quarter's pleasant voyage we reach- 
ed <Appledore, formerly Hog Island, 
where a portion of the passengers were

NANTUCK BT. 


Correspomlence of the Journal. 
WINCIIESTER, Aug. 5, 1865. 

Mr. Editor:—As the Island of Nan- 
tucket is attracting some attention as a 
place of summer resort, a few observa- 
tions from one who has made a brief vis- 
it to that place may interest some of 
your readers. 

Leaving Boston by the Old Colony 
Railroad, at 8 A. M., a ride of four hours 
takes us to Hyannis, whence, by a pleas- 
ant sail of some thirty mniiles in the neat 
and commodions steamer Island Home, 
we are landed in Nantucket. The first 
thing which ikes the notice of the 
stranger on approaching the town is the 
ruinous condition of the wharves, which 
are almost entirely deserted and fast go- 
ing to decay. These wharves were once 
lined with the whale ships which were 
frequently going and coming, and were 
sometimes numerous in the harbor 
that it was necessary to cross the decks 
of one or two to effect a landing. 

sut in consequence partly, of ‘striking 
ile” on land, and partly of the transfer of 
a good many whale ships to New Bed- 
ford, Nantucket, as a business place, is 
nearly dead. Taken together with the 
fact thatthe best part of the town was 
destroyed by fire in 1846, and has never 
been properly rebuilt, this gives the place 
quite a desolate appearance. There are, 
however, several fine buildings, among 
which may be mentioned the Bank build- 
ing, the Ocean House, and the Athen- 
wun, Which contains a library of some 
five thousand yolumes, x museum of nat- 
tral curiosities, and a large hall. 

The society of Nantucket is very pleas- 
ant, the people being open-hearted and 
cordial, so that a stranger soon comes to 
fecl at home among them. I had the 
pleasure, while on the island, of being en- 
tertained at the hospitable board of Mr. 
Winn, of the Adams House, and can 
cheerfully recommend any one going 
that way and wishing gov xi accommoda- 
tions at reasonable rates,to give him acall. 

Lovers of the piscatory art find excel- 
lent fishing within a few minutes’ sail of 
the wharf. Biuelish are caught in great 
numbers, and afford excellent sport, but 
those wishing something more exciting 
ean in shark-catching, which is 
carricd on in sail boats to a considerable 
extent. The sharks are baited with a 
large hook and being drawn to the side 
of the boat, are despatehed with a club. 
As they are frequently from eight to ten 
feet long, weighing two or three hundred 
pounds, it is rare sport indeed to take 
them. Sword fish are also caught in the 
Vicinity, and form the staple in the fish 
taarket of the town, being most excellent 
eating. They are harpooned from a 
boat in the same manner as whales, and 
akeg being attached to the other end of 
the line is thrown overbroad, so that 
when the fish darts off he is kept in sight 
by his pursuers, who easily come up with 
and capture him when exhausted. 

A favorite mode of enjoyment is the 
“squantum,” which, I was credibly in- 
formed, was the Indian name for pic-nie. 
Be this as it may, a “squantum” is very 
much like a pie-nic, the main difference 
being that »¢ takes place in a house, there 
being many vacant ones in convenient 
localities which cam be procured for the 
purpose. Lhad the pleasure, together 
With several other Winchester people, 
who are spending « short time there, of 
engaging in an occasion of this kind, in 
the queer little village of Siasconset, 
which is the watering place of the island, 
being situated on the eastorseaward side. 
Wehad a grand fish chowder, anda 
general good time, and all who were

In driving back to town, we visited 
the Sankaty - Head lighthouse. This 


light is of a most superior kind, and may 
be seen forty miles at sea, there being 
but one other equal to it in the United 
States. Itis a revolving light, and the 
mechanism for turning it, as well as the 
lamp itself, and the beautiful system of 
glass prisms, serying as reflectors, is well 
worth seeing; all being kept in the most 
complete order, and requiring constant 
attendance. 

The water on the Northern side of the 
island, is quiet, and the bathing though 
good, is rather tame; but on the south 
shore there is a heavy sea, and opportun- 
ity for those who wish it to bathe in 
breakers “running mountains high.” 

But not to trespass on your space tur- 
ther, I will close by mentioning an inci- 
dent which occurred during my visit, 
and came near being a fatal accident. 
Our Winchester party, with several oth- 
ers, making in all ten or twelve ladies 
and gentlemen, were out fishing ina sail- 
boat, and having a good run of bluefish- 
ing, the ladies were desirous of meeting a 
“foe worthy of their steel,’ and we had 
proceeded to the sharking ground. But 
just as we were about to commence op- 
‘erations, owing to the mismanagement 
of our skipper, we got afoul of a schoon- 
er under full headway, and should have 
been capsize d instantly had not the main- 
mast of our boat broken off short just as 
the gunwale reached the water’s edge. 
After this occurrence, and in our erippled 
condition we were glad to make the best 
of our way back to town, and leave the 
sharks unmolested, thankful indeed that 
we eseaped being made food for them 
ourselves, F.

There he was, his gigantic face looking 
out to the far West as he has looked these 
thousands of years, stern and massive. 

As you look, you become really start- 
led to see that enormous face so distinct- 
ly portrayed against the sky. After re- 
inelniti halfan hour in gazing with in- 
creased interest upon the marked features 
of this stony wonder, they started for 
Mount Lafayette, which is 1,400 feet 
lower than Mount Washington, yet the 
view from its summit is said to be equal 
to that from Mt. Washington. They com- 
menced the ascent at eight o'clock, A. M., 
and reached the top at twelve o'clock. 
The prospect from the summit was ex- 
ceedingly fine. To the north lay, Mount 
Washington; northwest, the town of 
Jefferson; west, the Amonoosuck, as if 
delineated on a map; south, the Moose- 
hillock and Haystack are discovered; 
southeast, the settlements and mountains 
in Bartlett; east, dark mountains and 
forests. On the summit of Mount 
Lafayette the boys met a party on 
on the same errand as themselves, and to 
whom they acknowledge the courtsey ex- 
tended to them in inviting them to par- 
take of a most excellent entertainment.

tresses. A room, eight by ten feet on 
the ground, and thirteen and a half feet 
in height, is to be finished with “grained” 
arches, in the front part of the structure 
for achapel. In the rear of this room 
will be twelve catacombs for depositing 
the dead. The door will be of iron, with 
open panels at the top for ventilation. 
The walls of the structure are to be of 
finished stone, and the floor of polished 
marble. 


Speaking of Fort Warren, the Boston 
Journal says: 

The majority of prisoners confined in 
the fort at the close of the war, several 
hundred in number, quickly availed them- 
selves of the opportunity to subscribe to 
the oath of loyalty, and thus exchange 
their prison life for one of freedom. This 
generous privilege was extended to all, 
with perhaps the exception of Vice-Pres- 
ident Stevens and Postmaster-General 
Reagan, of the late Confederacy. They 
were, however, offered the alternative of 
being released upon condition of leaving 
the country, never to return, or remain 
in prison and take the chances of pardon 
by the government. They made choice 
of the latter privilege to secure the lib- 
erty which would be most agreeable to 
their taste, and hence their detention un- 
til their cases are acted upon. 

A gentleman who has returned to N. 
York from a tour through all the restor- 
ed states east of the Mississippi says 
that it is impossible to conceive of a 
more docile and tractable people than 
are the late insurgents now. In fact, he 
thinks the greatest fear is that they have 
been so utterly crushed by the loss of 
property and slaves, and the failure of} 
their hopes, that it will be very difficult 
to rally them.

Itis by 
artificial breeding. This method has 
been carried to such an extent in some 
countries of Europe, that large streams 
from which the various kinds of fish 
have disappeared have been restocked 
and made to overflow as it were with the 
finny tribes. We have no space to go 
into the explanation of the process. 
There are several works giving full de- 
scriptions of the operations, which may 
be consulted by those who are disposed 
to follow out their suggestions, And we 
wish that some men of public spirit 
would take such aninterest in the matter 
as would secure the restoration of the 
trout and the salmon and other valuable

them in public streams, but it must be 
done, or we shall ere long be deprived of 
some of our greatest delicacies, We 
commend this sabjeet to geutlemen of 
taste and of public spirit, for their own 
and the public good.—N. ¥.

RULES TO OBSERVE WHEN Yov 
TAKE A GuN IN Your Hanp.— 
Whenever you take a gun in your hand, 
inquire if it is loaded. Should there be 
no person to answer you, if the gun is a 
muzzle loader, place the butt on the 
ground, outside the left foot, having pre- 
viously fixed the hammer half-cock, and 
holding the muzzle in a forward direction 
clear of your person, draw the ramrod 
and insert it gently into the barrel. If 
there is a charge in, you will feel the 
“thud” of the ramrod upon it, while the 
rod’s Upper end will project about three 
fingers’ breadth above the muzzle of the 
gun. Should the piece not be icaded 
the ramrod will sink right down and the 
broad metal end will. soon announce the 
empty barrel by the tap against the 
breech-plug. Never handle a loaded 
gun except for the purpose of discharg- 
Ing it, and never, at any time, in jest or 
earnest, point a gun at any living thing 
you don’t deliberately intend to kill,

Tur Rumrord Mevat.—The follow- 
ing is the note by which the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences, at its an- 
nual ifieeting, May 23d, awarded the 
Rumford Gold Medal to Professot Tread- 
well: ; 

“Whereas, Prof. Daniel Treadwell, of 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, between the 
years 1840 and 1845 did devise, execute 
and publish certain improvements in the 
management of heat by which guns of 
great strength and endurance were con- 
structed.—especially by the coiling of 
iron in the direction of its greatest tenac- 
ity, and welding the coils by means of 
moulds and mandrels and by hydraulic 
pressure into a hollow cylinder; where- 
by asystem of construction, before used 
in small arms only, was rendered appli- 
cable to guns of any calibre, and which 
is now generally adopted in the manufae- 
ture of large ecannon,—therefore, the 
Rumford Committee recommend to the 
American Academy of Arts and Sciences 
that the following vote be passed: 

“ Voted—That the Rumford Premium 
be awarded to Professor Daniel Tread- 
well for improvements in the manage- 
ment of heat, embodied in his investiga- 
tions and inventions relating to the con- 
struction of cannon of large calibre and 
of great strength and endurance.”

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TENEMENT HOUSES. 

The demand for houses in town is real- 
ly becoming serious. We have no hesi- 
tation in affirming that fifty tenements, 
at an afnual rental of from $50 to $75, 
would be taken within less than a week 
after their completion, by a superior 
class of tenants, for whom employment 
is already walting in our manufactories, 
and who are anxious to come here to 
give their children the benefit of our su- 
perior system of public school education. 

Scarcely a week passes but that ap- 
plication is made to us for information in 
regard to houses to be let in town. We 
can have but one stereotyped answer,— 
“There are houses for sale, but none to 
let.” 

The derangement of all ordinary af- 
fairs during the past five years of war, 
has had more effect upon real estate than 
almost any thing else, an¢d among us in 
all this time little or nothing has been 
done in erecting tenement houses, until 


at the present time, from the increase of 


of our population by the return of our 
citizen soldiers, and the usual influx 
which a revival of business always brings, 
there is a lamentable scarcity of houses 
suitable for the mechanic or man of small 
means, which is telling against the in- 
crease of the town in wealth and popula- 
tion to no small degree. 

The high figures at which all building 
material is held, the increased rate of 
taxation in town, county and State, are 
strong arguments, which capitalists well 
know the force of, against making invest- 
ments in the erection of new buildings, 
when Government securities (free from 
taxation) offer such high inducements. 
But there should be some regard for the 
welfare of the town, as well as for dol-

ADJUTANT GENERAL'S REPORT. 
To Charles Goddard, Esq., our represen- 
tative to the Legislature of last year, we 
are indebted for a copy of the Adjutant- 
General's Report for the year 1864, It
